The Committee appointed last year to revise the Constitution 
reported ; when it was Resolved that the Constitution, as revised, 
be adopted. 


CONSTITUTION. 


Arr. |. This Society shall be called the Connecticut Branch 
of the Baptist General Tract Society. 


Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to circulate the 
Publications of the Baptist General Tract Society, and to increase 
its funds. 

Art. 3. Any person paying annually one dollar or more into 
the Treasury of this Society, shall be a member of thesame:.A 
contribution of ten dollars at one time shall constitute an individual 
a member for life: All the members of the Connecticut Baptist 


Convention for the time being, shall also be members of this Socie:, 


théir payments in Tracts, at the rate of 15 pages for one cent. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall be a President, two 
Vice Presidents, a Treasurer and Agent, Secretary, and Auditor, 
and five Trustees. The officers shall be chosen from a nomination 
made by a committee of the Society appointed for the purpose. 
The officers shall have power to fill any vacaney that may occur 
in their own body, or in the County Agents. 

Arr. 6. The officers of the Society shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee for the transaction of the business of the Society— 


‘they may control its funds, but not in a manner inconsistent with 


this Constitution; they shall render a Report of their doings at 
each annual meeting. The President may call meetings of the 
Executive Committee whenever he may deem proper. Five of the 
Executive Committee shall constitute a quorum. 

Art. 7. The Society shall meet annually at the time and place 


Jof the meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, when a 


choice of officers for the year ensuing shall be made, and any other 


necessary business transacted. ESE 
Art. 8. Every Tract Society contributing one fourth or more 


of its funds as a donation to this Society, shall thereby be rendered 
an Auxiliary of the same. All Societies and individuals purchas- 
ing Tracts of this Society shall be supplied at the usual prices of 
the Parent Society. 

Art. 9. All the funds of this Branch, after paying for its Tracts 
and its incidental expenses, shall be transmitted to the Parent So- 


ciety to aid its operations. 


Art. 10. The Treasurer and Agent shall collect and disburse | 


the funds under the direction of the Executive Committee,—shall 
keep the accounts with the Parent Society, with this Branch, and 
with individuals; shall conduct the correspondence; procure the 
Tracts and furnish them to applicants; and shall make an Annual 
Report of the number and pages of T'racts obtained and circula- 
ted, and of the state of the accounts of this Branch with the Gen- 
eral Society and with its own Treasurer. 

Arr. 11. There shall annually be appointed by the Society, a 
brother in each County, to act as Associate Agent for that County 
—the duty of the Associate or County Agents shall be to see that 
an effort is made in every Church in their respective Counties to 
raise funds in aid of the Tract cause during the year, and general- 
ly to do what they can to excite a deeper interest in religious tracts, 
and to promote their circulation as widely as possible. 

Arr. 12. ‘The Secretary shall give notice of the meetings of 
the Society, and of the Executive Committee, and record the pro- 
ceedings of both. 

Arr. 13. It shall be the duty of each member of the Execu- 
tive Committee, to do what he can to increase the number of mem- 
bers and auxiliaries of the Society. 

Art. 14. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any 
Annual Meeting by a major vote of the members present.

May 1. This evening the ex-king was removed. He was car- 
ried in a palanquin, the ex-queen walked on one side of it, and her 
daughter on the other. Tiketingyi, the present king’s son, with 
some officers and attendants in the front, and. the three other prin- 
cipal queens with their. followers in the rear, made up the pro- 


5. ‘To-day the king visited the elephant trap. He came in a 
long, narrow, gilded, royal boat, seated on the prow, having a man 
behind, holding a gilded umbrella over him. Several other boats 
ofthe same kind came with his sons, and officers of government. 
Tbe elephant which was brought in to be caught, happening to 
have some spots about him, the king considered it a good omen 
on his coming into power. He was much gratified, and made | 
presents to the governor of the wild elephants and his men, and 
ordered them to take particylar care of the animal, and surround 
it with the emblems of royalty. A white canopy was hung over 
it, a bamboo fence made round its shed, and pots of flowers hung 
on the fence.

Palace of the ex king—Capital Punishments.

ment, and to gratify the revenge of some chiefs 
of banditti who have been active during the late 
disturbance. The executioners respected him 
very much, and begged his pardon for what they 
were about todo. ‘The poor man trembled. One 
of the men with the spotted face cried out, “You 
are a man-—are you not?” He stooped down, 
leaned his head forward, and instantly it was off. 
The bamboos to which the man who was em- 
bowelled was tied, were upright, and drove into 
the ground. It appears that persons punished 
in this way are left to die a painful, lingering 
death. ‘This man entreated the executioner not 
to doso with him. He received one stroke with 
the Burman sword, which entered the left side, 
below the ribs, and reached the heart. He died 
instantly. He will remain exposed until there 
is nothing of him left. ‘The men who were be- 
headed will be interred in three days. ‘The man 
embowelled was formerly en officer at Pugan, 
but having lost his situation, he informed the offi- 
cers of government that the Pugan princess was 
collecting arms to assist her brother in a revolt a- 
gainst the government. On this information the 
officers acted, and brought on the crisis much 
sooner than it was expected. 

11. Eight persons executed at Sagaing. One 
was a town writer, and, living near the prince’s 
house, had taken some of his favorite pigeons, 
and killed then—for which he was decapitated. 
Another was the gate-keeper, who it appears, 
hesitated to open the gate when the prince fled to 
Sagaing. Another, the head-man of the village, 
had given information to the government. An- 
other, a goldsmith, was obnoxious for having 
some of the salenmen’s jewels. These were al- 
so decapitated.

Interview with the king—Departure for Ran- 

goon. 

A brief notice of the occurrences mentioned below, 
has appeared in a former number, but will not mate- 
rially detract from the interest of the detail. 


20. Accompanied br. Kincaid to see the king. 
We took with us, as presents, a map of the world, 
the first volume of the Child’s Book on the Soul, 
a Burman and English primer with cuts, a bottle 
of cologne water, and a ball of fancy soap. He 
was interested most with the primer and map. 
The Resident, Mr. Bayfield, his assistant, and 
Dr. Griffiths, were present also, on a visit. Dur- 
ing their stay the king sat on his cushion, ard 
was principally engaged in conversation with 
them. On their leaving, as Wwe were teachers, 
the king rose up and came to us, and stooping 
down, familiarly shook hands with us—said he 
had not seen us for some time—he remert¥ered 
us during his trouble, and now it was all over he 
was glad to see us again. He ordered two gold 
watches to be brought for us to look at, which 
had come fiom the palace. He asked us if we 
intended to goaway when Col. Barney did. We 
told him that we should, as the country was in 
an unsettled state, and he and his court were go- 
ing to Kyouk-Myoung, and probably to Mokeso- 
bo; but we should return again in a year, when 
the country would be settled. “ Yes,” said he, 
I shall go to Mokesobo. Ina year or so the 
country will be quiet; come back then.” Now 
we stood erect, and with a keen eye, full of nean- 
ing, he looked towards the princes, noblemen, of- 
ficers and attendants, who were all bowed down 
before him, and said, with a full voice, “ Little 
teachers,* you must not give away any more of 
Jesus Christ’s books. Formerly I could see such 
things done and take no notice of them ; but now 
Lam the defender of the faith, and must protect 
my religion.” ‘To this we made no reply, but 
bowed to him, to let him know that we listened to 
him. We then informed him, that when we re- 
turned, we designed to bring with us a printing- 
press, and to print books on science. “ Yes,” 
said he, with a strong and firm tone, “ come and 
print, and give away as many books on science 
as you please.” Our business with him being 
now finished, we respectfully took leave of him 
and returned home.

LATE INTELLIGENCE FROM BURMAH. 

By the arrival of the bark Rosabella, Capt. 
Green, at this port on Saturday last, 120 days 
from Maulmein, intelligence has been received 
from our missionaries in the East. Success con- 
tinues to attend their labors, and numerous addi- 
tions to the churches connected with various sta- 
tions are being made. Mr. Wade’s health is im- 
proved. Messrs. Kincaid and Hancock are la- 
boring at Mergui. Mr. K’s. health is not good, 
and Mr. Haricock was at the latest date sick with 
fever, but we have reason to hope is on the re- 
covery. With the above exceptions the mission- 
aries were in good health. Messrs. Simons and 
Abbot were laboring at Rangoon, the only miss- 
ionaries now stationed in Burmah Proper. The 
question of war or no war was not yet settled, and 
Col. Burney had given it as his opinion that it 
would be entirely unsafe for Mr. Kincaid to return 
to Ava. Mrs. Mason, wife of Rev. Francis Ma- 
son, with her three children, has arrived in the 
Rosabella, with the intention of leaving them with 
her friends in this country, but will return herself 
in the same vessel, which will sail for Maulmein 
in about six weeks. 

It will be recollected that the Rosabella sailed 
from this port on the 31st of Oct. last, with 
Messrs. Stevens, Stilson, and Brayton, and their 
wives, for Maulmein direct, which vessel arrived 
at that port after the remarkably short passage of 
110days. Nothing occurred on the passage to 
render it unpleasant excepting sea-sickness, and 
a gale which they experieneed very soon after 
sailing, but on the contrary, every thing to make 
their passage pleasant, as we learn from the 
friends of Mr. S:evens, was done by the officers 
of the ship. Perhaps a vessel has never sailed 
from this port, or any other, that might be term- 
ed so emphatically a “ Missionary Ship.” Capt. 
Green and his first mate, Mr. Eaton, both being 


the missionaries, and did all in their power for the 
spiritual good of all on board. Besides the regu- 
lar services which were held on the Sabbath, 
they had morning and evening prayers, at which 
all on board attended—Capt. Green presiding, 
and he and his mate taking their part in connex- 
ion with the missionary brethren. Mr. Stevens 
also established a Bible-class among the sailors 
which assembled every Tuesday afternoon.

It has already been remarked in the preceding 
numbers, that the word rendered deacon, in our 
English version of the bible, is merely a transfer 
from the Greek diakonos,—sometimes rendered 
servant, but never means men.al servant. It is 
sometimes rendered, servant of Christ, and in that 
sense embraces all persons converted to Christ. 
John xii—26. Ifany man will (diakone) serve 
me, let him follow me: and where I am, there

6. This evening, hearing that the poor man, 
who was to have been executed the evening be- 
fore, was brought out again, [ accompanied 
brethren Kincaid and Webb to the place of exe- 
cution to seehim. He was a man about 40 years 
old, and had a very intelligent and respectable 
appearance. He was kneeling on the grass, with 
his hands tied behind him, having the spotted 
face executioners, with their swords on each side 
of him. He seemed very unconcerned, said noth- 
ing to any one, but continued chewing betel-nut. 
A great many people had collected around him. 
His only fault appeared to be his faithfulness to 
the former government, as a military officer. His 
mother, wife, and children were near by, in a 
small hut, waiting anxiously the arrival of the 
royal pardon. The sun had gone down, and 
nothing came. The poor man was certain his 
fate was sealed. At eight o’clock he called his 
family to him to take the last farewell. At 12 
o'clock he was beheaded ; and this morning his 
head was to be seen staked to the ground, close 
by the man who was embowelled. 

7. Accompanied br. Kincaid to see the king 
again. We gave him the Three Sciences. He 
appeared very pleasant to us, and ordered his 
treasurer to give br. K. the money due to him for 
his losses up the river. 

10. The king and court left Sagaing and Ava 
to-day, for Kyouk-Myoung, a town on the left 
bank of the Irrawaddy, where the king intends 
to remain until he removes to Mokesobo, the an- 
cient city of Aloinpra, which is about fourteen 
miles in the interior. 

It is said that the state prisoners were taken 
from Ava to Sagaing, and made to walk in pro-, 
ceession to their boat, in presence of the king, 
each one having a large white ladle in his hand, 
to remind them that they had been stirring 


of the boat, into which the ladies were put.

The office of deacon was evidently one of great 
distinction. , In Math. xxiii—1l1, Christ says— 
He that is greatest among you, let him be your 
diakonos, your deacon, your servant. But as the 
word is so often in the New Testament rendered 
minister, meaning minister of the gospel, we pro- 
ceed to notice more particularly, the passages in 
our English testament relating to the office of 
deacons. 

1. Jt was evidently an officer in the church, 
with some duties distinct from that of bishop, pres- 
byter, or elder, pastor or minister, all of which 
mean one and the same office. The fact that 


deacon was a distinct office, is clear from Acts 


11th chap. and first six verses. It appears from 
this portion of scripture, that collections and dis- 
bursements of funds were made among the disci- 
ples and converts to christianity, for the purpose 
of relieving poor widows in the church ; and this 
troublesome business devolved upon the apostles, 
in addition to all their other ministerial labors. 
The multitude added to the church was so 
great, that it became scarcely possible for the a- 
postles to accomplish this part of the secular busi- 
ness, then devolving on them; at least without 
censure from either Grecian or Hebrew converts. 
Some murmurings had already arisen among the 
former, that their widows were neglected, or did 
net receive an equal portion of the alms contribu- 
ted for their benefit. In order to avoid this com- 
plaint, the twelve apostles, (Mathias being one of 
them,) called together the disciples and exhibited 
to them the impropriety, that ministers of the gos- 
pel should be compelled to spend their time in the 
secular concerns of the church. They (the 12,) 
therefore appointed seven men of honest report, 
Sull of the holy ghost and wisdom, to take charge 
ofthis business. The apostles prayed and laid 
their hands onthem. [tis universally understood 
that these men were chosen, and set apart, or or- 
dained deacons, and yet it is not a little surpris- 
ing that they are never so called ; but it is mere- 
ly inferred from the original, “ diakonein trapeza- 
ts,” to serve tables. 

We afterward hear nothing of either of these 
deacons, except that Phil'p is found preaching the 
gospel very acceptably at Samaria, and Stephen, 
ull of the holy ghost, so confronts and confounds 
the Jews with his powerful sermon, (111 chap. 
of Acts,) that he is stoned to death, as the first

Rob- 
inson’s edition of CaJmet says, “ In the primitive 
institutions of christianity, diakonos, deacon, at- 
tendant, &c., means one who collects and distri- 
butes alms tothe poor; an overseer of the poor, 
analmoner.” But from all the conduct of dea- 
cons mentioned in the New Testament, viz. that 
of Stephen and Philip, we may, 

Secondly, notice the dignity, respectability and 
requirements of the office. Acts xi. 8—Stephen 
full of faith and power, did great wonders and mi- 
racles among the people, and while a multitude 
rose up to dispute with him, they were not able 
to resist the wisdom and the spirit by which he 
spake. Philip again was not only deacon, but 
an evangelist, and endowed with power or au- 
thority to baptize, as he did the Eunueh, and al- 
so in Acts viii. 12, itis said that he baptized both 
men and women. He cast out unclean spirits— 
cured those taken with palsies, and the lame 
were healed ; insomuch there was great joy in that 
city. Now, that this was Philip the deacon, is 
certain, because in Acts iii—1, which commences 
the history of Philip’s miracles and preaching at 
Samaria, we read there was a great persecution 
against the church, which was at Jerusalem ; and 
they were allscattered abroad throughout the re- 
gions of Judea and Samaria, except the aposiles. 
They, of course, remained at Jerusalem, while 
Philip the deacon, was at Samaria. 

The preceding facts are the sum total of all the 
trasactions of deacons recorded in the New Tes- 
tament, except that of the deaconess Phebe, 
whom we may notice more particularly hereaf- 
ter. 

Again—the yualifications required for a dea- 


pious men, entered very fully into the feelings of 


7M 


con, are found in 1 ‘Tim. iii. chapter, the only 
place where deacon is found in the English bible, 
except Philipians, 1. ‘The qualifications there 
are almost precisely those required of a bishop, 
alias minister (episcopos) of the gospel. 

The deacon must be grave, (semnos) sober 
minded and dignitied, in order to ensure influence 
aud respect. Not greedy of filthy lucre—not 
covetous of worldly gain—holding the ministry 
of faith in pure conscience. Here follows a fact 
worthy of notice, as it is more than is required of 
nuinisters, the first order of Christ’s servants. See 
10th verse 1 Tim. iii. chap. “ And let them (the 
deacons) also first be proved, (dokizesthesan) tri- 
ed, or thoroughly examined by proper authority. 
Then Jet them use the office of a deacon, being 
found blameless. Even so must their wives be 
grave, not slanderous, sober, faithful in all things. 
Let the deacons be the husbands of one wife, rul- 
ing their children and their own houses well.” 
The object of this last injunction is that they 
may know how to take care of the church of 
Christ. They that have used the office of a dea- 
con well, purchase to themselves a good degree, 
and great boldness in the faith which is in Christ 
Jesus ; that is, they became worthy of high re- 
spect and esteem. They have the good name 
which is better than precious ointment. Ecclesi-

Mission Boat, DoGarnG River, Feb. 28, 1838. 


Dear Sisters in a precious Gospel :—Yours of Oct. 
18th, was received a few days since. It really gives 
us sincere pleasure to think that you who are sitting 
under the pleasant shades of your own spiritual gar- 
dens still feel to sympathize, and pray for us, ‘ wan- 
derers, exiles on this foreign shore.’ God has been far 
better to us in this respect than we could reasonably 
have anticipated. We knew that when we left, great 
sympathy was excited in our behalf, but we feared 
much of it would prove like the wake of a vessel. 


The dashing foam awhile will whirl, 
The rippling wave, a moment curl, 
Then all is calm and even. 


But it is not so with all,—some seem still resolved ‘ to 
hold on upon the rope ;’ and indeed to become co- 
workers with us in our great work of evargelizing 
the poor Karens. 0! how soul-cheering to read in 
almost every American letter a sentence like the fol- 
lowing, ‘We remember you daily in our prayers} 
and 1s not the glorious success which has attended our 
poor efforts to be attributed, much of it, to the pray- 
ers of our American friends? We prophecy upon 
these dry bones, but you can pray the spirit of life into 
them--we use the means, but you can make those 
means successful by your prayers. And although on 
opposite sides of the world yet we are united in our 
field of labor. The separation is only a nominal one 
where the heart, with christian love and sympathy, is 
burning. But I wish to say a few words in this, to 
correct, if possible, an impression, which 1 fear is 
gaining upon the minds of the christian community at 
home ; namely, that mission stations are increasing in 
number—missionaries are multiplying—the Bible is 
being translated --the heathen are being converted,and 
alliswell. Even before we left home our pastor, in 
almost every prayer, thanked God for the wonderful 
success of the gospel among the heathen, and the 
bright tokens of the dawn of that day when the king- 
doms of this world will become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and his Christ— Alas ! alas ! for such sentiments 
as these, and yet all our religious periodicals teem 
with them. Without design they misrepresent things 


and deceive their readers. They tell of every con-!

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verted heathen, but say nothing of the unconverted | 
millions. They tell of the many who have heard the 
gospel, but they do not mention the thousands who 
have never heard of an Eternal God. And indeed 
they cannot do this, for they have not sent out a suf- 
ficient number of missionaries to spy out theland. O! 
could the facts with regard to Burmah (the most favor- 
ed mission on the globe)—could the facts with regard 
to supplying Burmah with missionaries, be spread out 
before the christian community it would make them 
stand aghast. How great has been the joy and scif 
congratulation which has been felt upon the rescue of 
about 1000 souls here in this dark land,—but how few 
tears have been shed, how few sighs and prayers have 
gone up, for the thousands who have sunk to hell, 
since the publication of the gospel here, but who have 
never heara it. Moses in his wisdom could send out 
at least twelve men to spy out the land, intending to 
lake it with his host. Not so the christian church-- 
She sends out a man toa nation—gives him the charge 
of thousands whom he can never visit—and if some 
tens or a hundred are converted, they seem to think

that the millenial morn is about to dawn upon the 


earth—infatuation ! The host must come forth or the 
promised land will never be ours. ‘lhe church are

The first Baptist Church in Hartford had its origio 
in the following manner. In the year 1789, “ two or 
| three Baptist brethren, and other friends,” conferred 
ion the expediency of establishing a church of the 


| Baptist denomination in the city, and the pfoposition 


was received with favor. On the fifth of August the 
| first baptism was administered. Sept. 7th, at 7 0- 
| clock, A M., a meeting was held at the dwelling 
house of Luther Savage, and it was theu resolved to 
commence public worship on the Sabbath, as a Bap- 


tist congregation. Accordingly public services on 
that day were held in the dwelling house of John 
Bolles ; commencing Oct. 18th, and during the en- 
suing season, a number of persons were bapiized 
on the personal profession of their faith in Christ.’

Viotence To Luncs— Premature Deartu. 

Mr. Editor :—Among the various faults of the 
ministry in the present age, there is one, though 
far from being the greatest, on which my own 
and other minds have for some time been labor- 
ing, and which I would now mention rather than 
greater ones, because so much more easily dispo- 
sed of, or putaway. I here allude to the disease 
and premature death of which too many of our 
good brethren in the church and ministry have 
been exposing themselves in public speaking and 
prayer, in these days of special and protracted ef- 
forts for the revival of religion and the conversion 
of souls. Perhaps nothing is more clear than that 
the undue and continual taxation of the lungs to 
put forth more effort in speaking than they are 
constitutionally made to endure, has a direct ten- 
dency to the dissolution of the body. Andit will 
not probably be questioned by public speakers 
generally that disease and death have been mak- 
ing more or less havoc in the ranks of the cler- 
gy, and are still doing it from this very cause.— 
By no means would [ say aught against the 
spiritual zeal of those most faulty in the over-ex- 
ertion of the vital powers of their bodies as they 
no doubt haye too much cause to mourn the want 
of more than they usually exercise. 

I am well aware of a common argument de- 
signed to give countenance to this alledged fault, 
which is, that “ it is better to wear out than to 
rust out.” The fact stated in the argument is 
granted, while it is understood to furnish but a 
lame argument in its application ; for surely, it 
does not prove that the servants of Jesus Christ, 
may do better, knowingly to prostrate their health, 
and cut their labors and their lives suddenly off, 
by doing violence to their vital functions in speak- 
ing, than to take some other course in their la- 
bors, by which they might, perhaps, work four 
times, or ten times as long as in the former case. 
Were there no other way to manifest sincerit 
and earnestness for Christ’s sake, and the couple 
than by suddenly laying down our lives, we 
should unquestionably be willing todo so. But 
when it is recollected that Paul could uniformly, 
and did for a longtime, preach the gospel, ‘with the 
demonstration of the spirit, and with power,’ tho’ 
‘ his bodil presence was weak, and his speech 
contemptible,’ it must appear that the fulness of 
the Holy Ghost, which all of us ought to have, 
with the holy word dwelling richly and abun- 
dantly in us, which would not willingly rend our 
yital organs, would answer far better in the dis- 
pensation of the word of life than any thing else, 
where these essentials are wanting. 


It was well said of a certain preacher, that his | 

ple watched him carefully during the week, to 
looms the meaning or power of his preaching on 
the Sabbath; and it was well said by the Lord 
Jesus, ‘Let your light so shine before men, that 
they may see your good works and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.’ Many, it is believed, 
especially in the days of primitive christianity, 
have go done and realized its blessed results in the 
saving of saints, and others might as well do so 
now, with the same spirit and word of testimony, 


in the preservation of their lives to old age.

Corron Marner, in “ An Historical Intro- 
duction” to his funeral sermon upon Mr. Ezexter 
Cueever, after learned remarks on grammarians and | 
schoo!masters, gives the following account of his own | 
revered preceptor : 

** We generally concur in.acknowledging that New 
England has never known abetter. Iamsurel have 
as much reason to appear for him as ever Crito had 
for his master Socrates. The short history of his long | 
usefulness is to be comprised in the ensuing articles. | 
** He was born in London many years before the birth | 
of New England. It was January 25th, 1614. He 
arrived in this country in June, 1637, with the rest of | 
those good men, who sought a peaceable secession in | 
an American wilderness, for the pure evangelical and 
instituted worship of our great Redeemer, to which 
he kept astrict adherence all his days. He then so- 
journed first, a little while, part of a year, at Boston: 
so that at Boston he both commenced and concluded | 
his American race. His holy life was a married life. 
He died in Boston, August 2!/st, 1708, in the ninety- 
fourth year of his age; after he had been a skilful, 
painful, faithful schoolmaster for seventy years; and | 
had the singular favor of Heaven, that though be had 
usefully spent his life among children, yet he had not 
become twice a child, but held his abilities, with his 
usefulness, in an uousual degree, to the very last.” 

In the Sermon, Dr. Mather says, “it was noted, 
that, when scholars came to be admitted into the Col- 
lege, they who came from the Cheeverian education, | 
were gencrally the most unexceptionable. He flour- 
ished so long in the great work of bringing our sons 
to be men, that it gave him an opportunity to send 
forth many Bezalee/s and Aholiabs for the service of | 
the tabernacle, and men fitted for all good employ- | 
ments. fe that was my master seven and thirty 
years ago, was a master to many of my betters no less 
thau seventy years ago; so long ago, that 1 must even 
mention my father’s tutor for one of them.” 

“ He lived as a master the term which has been, for 
above three thousand years, assigned for the lfesof 
man; he continued to the ninety-fourth year of his 
age,—his intellectual force as little abated as his nat- | 
ural.” 

In a poetical “ Essay” on his memory, Dr. M. as- | 
cribes the learning of New England to him and to) 
Corlet, another eminent schoolmaster, who taught. 
the grammar school in Cambridge for many years, | 
and who is celebrated in the Magnalia: 

“Tis Corlet’s pains, and Cheever’s, we must own, 

That thou, New England,art not Scythia grown.”
